The trade, in films and photo- 
graphs, flourishes,* but has become more and more secretive in 
recent months. The slick magazines and packets of 35 millimeter 
slides, sell for between $5.00 and $15.00. An 8 millimeter film,

“Fibamakers and magazine photographers have little 
difficulty recruiting youngsters for these performances, 0 3aid 
Steven F. Hutchinson, Vice President and General Counsel of 
Odyssey Institute, an organization dedicated to helping children 
and adolescents. "Some simply use their own children, or buy 
the children of others? some rely on runaways." 
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- It is only a short step, for most .children from posing 
for photographs to husslingr on- the street, “frequently, the child 
that ha3 been abused, will turn to prostitution, as a means of 
making money, * Hutchinson stated. "A twelve year old boy can earn 
$1,000.00 a day, of which a Pimp" would retain sixty per cent.* 

Among the organizations attempting to reclaim children from a life 
of street prostitution is the Youth Aid and Advocacy Program, 
founded last year by .William La Barr. Operating from the Church 
of the Good Shepherd, on East 31st Street, it specializes in assisting 
runaways. ‘'Trying to rehabilitate former prostitutes is tough, " 
stated la Barr. “Our thrust is towards trying to keep the kids 
from going put bn the street." 

Roman Catholic priest, the Reverend Bruce Ritter, re- 
cently launched a public out- cry campaign against what he. tensed 
"Hew York City’s 1.5 billion a year sex industry**. Ritter is known 
by Hew York authorities as the “good shepherd of 42nd Street**, and 
has operated a home for runaway youths that last year took in over 
10,000 children. Ritter said that more than sixty per cent of the 
kids he took in were victims of “child porno*. The reason current 
laws against such exploitation were hot being enforced, was Organized 
Crime. “Most of the major sexuai abuse emporiums in the Times 
Square area, are owned by major crime families", Ritter stated. 

"The public will have to decide it doesn* t want child pornography. 

The root of the problem is the adult attitudes towards children, " 
Ritter stated. Ritter is currently trying to raise four million 
dollars to continue operating his shelter in 'BY, which has ah 
annual budget of 5.7 million. Ritter has a full time working staff 
of 215 plus 15 6 volunteers. Most spend their time roaming the 
Times Square area, looking for kids. 

In August of 1979, twenty suburban women “members of 
Women Against Pornography (WA?) stormed the flush palaces of 
Times Square. The group, including, Vassar girls, a- mother and 
daughter', research workers* housewives, feminists, and' a tourist, 
.blasted the explicit sex shops as “an outrage to genuine decency" . 

The. women hoped to raise public consciousness to the effect, 
porno has on the way society sees women. 

Carl Weisbrod, Director of the Mayor* s Mid-town 
Enforcement Project, applauds the efforts and said WAP will help 
clean up Times Sguare, "to the extent that raising public awareness 
affects the priority the Courts give to the problem. We are 
allies in that respect". Other local groups in the. New York area, 
include the Morality Action Committed, Post Office Box 1342, Long 
Island City, MY, run by Paul J. Morrissey,
